OF HOUSE MICE 

The house mouse (Mus musculus) 
has long been known to mankind for 
Its habit of stealing food. House mice 
eat meats, grains, cereals, seeds, 
fruits and vegetables. They are 
suspected of carrying several diseases 
that are communicable to man. It 
is very important, therefore, that 
these little animals should not be per- 
mitted to live about homes or in any 
place where they can contaminate 
foods, 

In places where mice can hide and 
abundant food is accessible, they 
multiply and become very destructive 
to foodstuffs, clothing, furniture 
and books in dwellings and to stored 
materials in warehouses, granaries, 
and store buildings. 

In the home care should be taken 
that mice do not have access to 
erumbs or other bits of food. 
House cats are natural enemies of 
mice, and when not over fed may aid 
materially in keeping down the num- 
bers of mice around the house. Trap- 
Pinz is another effective means of 
controlling mice, 

‘Certain chemicals emit adors that 
are obnoxious to mice and are there- 
fore of some value in repelling them 
from stored products, Among these 
flake naphthalene is one of the 
mosteffective and when scattered over 
and around bags of seeds, over- 
stuffed furniture and other articles, 
may be protected,from mouse dee 
predations.

Migration Miracle

Lemog, Germany: Policy with re-

that area, Each DPACCS should 
‘ave four British staff, the commis- 
sioner, a supply officer, a supervisor 
and a clerk, but often has less owing 
to shortage of British personnel, the 
APACCS controls a DP population of 
npproximately 2,000 Persons, 

The job of the relief detachment 
commander briefly is to pass an policy 
received from higher up and to in- 
spect the DPACCS to ensure that 
policy is being carried out and that 
a suitable standard is 
tained.

Following is a routine of a relief 
detachment commander on one of 
his periodic inspections of » DPACCS 
as described to me iby a British of- 
ficial at ‘Fallingsbostal, 

The DPACCS office is located on 
the ground floor of a block just in- 
side the gates of a large German 
harracks which previously housed a 
unit of the Vehrmacht. 

The commander is a retired major, 
bluff and hearty, wearing on his con- 
trol commission uniform ‘the ribbons 
of the two world wars and the M.B. 
£. He is interested in his work and 
the human problems with which he 
has to deal every day keep him busy. 

The supply officer assisted by D. 
P, clerks, is working out the ration. 

In the clerical office, the British 
clerk with spectacles perched on his 
nose, is toiling at the statistical re- 
port, assisted by a most attractive 
fair headed Estonian girl in her early 
twenties, The camp population is 
uccurately recorded, and it is in- 
teresting to note that there have been 
19 births since the last monthly re- 
port. Thus the DP problem grows! 

The employment chart shows that 
many DP’s are working in local in- 
dustries. Approximately 50 percent 
are emploped, ‘This might seem a 
good percentage and could be misin- 
terpreted as evidence that DP’s are 
being absorbed economically into 
their present German refuge, but 
this is not the case.

Questioning 
elicits the fact that her husband, a 
farmer, was killed by the Russians, 
ehe herself had fled to Germany with 
her daughter and son-in-law, a chem- 
ist. 
Had she worked in Germany? Yes, 
she had, as a kitchen helper in a 
canteen of g factory manufacturng 
aeroplane parts near Berlin. At 
length comes the fateful question: 
“When did you come to Germany?” 
Her whispered reply is hardly 
audible but the interpreter passes it 
aver firmly epough, “1940!”

. OTTAWA, — The Rt. Hon. C. D. 
Howe, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, has announced,that Dr. T. W. 
Grindley, for reasons of health, had 
resigned as a member of the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board, Mr, Howe stated 
that Dr. Grindley'’s resignation, ef- 
fective on August 1st, had been ac- 
cepted with regret, and he. expressed 
appreciation for the services render- 
ed by Dr. Grindley as a member of 
the Board for the past two years. 

A recognized authority on prob- 
lems pertaining to the agricultural 
industry of Western Canada, Dr. 
Grindley was born on the Isle of Man. 
Receiving his primary and high 
school education in Edmonton, he 
graduated with B.A.‘ and B.Sc. 
(Agri.) degrees from the University 
of Alberta, He then took post- 
graduate studies at the University of 
Minnesota where he received his M.A. 
degree in 1927 and his Doctorate in 
1929, 

After a short tim. 
minion Experimental Station at 
Lethbridge, Alberta, Dr. Grindley 
joined the staff of the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics at Ottawa in 1929, 
later becoming Chief of the Agricul- 
tural Branch, He served as secretary 
of the Royal Grain Inquiry Commis- 
sion and in 19388 was appointed sec- 
retary of the Canadian Wheat Board. 
In July, 1949, he became a Member 
of the Board, Dr. Grindley was a 
Canadian delegate to the United Na- 
tions Food Conference at Hot 
Springs, Virginia, in 1943.

Prairies Warned 
Cutworm Invasion 
May Be Expected 


WINNIPEG.—A. stern warning of 
a serious cutworm infestation in 
western crops during 1951 was given 
by the dominion field crop insect lab- 
oratory officials at Lethbridge. 

Considerable damage has been done 
to present crops by the Pale Western 
cutworms and the forecast said that 
the infestation would be more serious 
and more widespread next year. 

Only one method of control has so 
far been discovered, officials said. All 
summerfallow should be completed as 
near the end of July as possible and 
the land untouched until mid-Septem- 
ber. 

Cattle should be kept off the land 
and a crust allowed to form on the 
summerfallow surface, shortly after 
August 1. This will cut off breeding 
grounds of the cutworm, the report 
said. 

Farmers in areas which have suf- 
fered from drouth during the 1950 
season, are warned to take special 
precautions, officials of the laborator- 
ies said,

Obstacles Surmounted 


New Oil Pipeline Fast Burrowing 
Its Way Across The Prairies 


Project Half Way Completed 
And On Schedule 


WINNIPEG. — A steel-skinned serpent born of Alberta's rich 
tar sands is fast burrowing its way through 1,190 miles of prairie 
land, heading east to.a cOmpetitive spot in the vast oil markets 


of North America. 


Officials of the Inter-Provinicial 
Pipeline Company report that trench- 
ing, welding, pipe-laying and trench- 
filling operations are almost half- 
completed. They started last spring. 

Their aim is to connect Alberta’s 
wells with the Lakehead outlet at 
Superior, Wis. and thence bring 
crude oil to refineries at Sarnia, Ont. 
The 20- and 16-inch pipeline, at a 
cost of $90,000,000 will do it at one- 
third to one-quarter of present rail- 
way freight rates. 

A 75-mile spur line connecting re- 
fineries at Winnipeg with Gretna, a 
pumping station near the interna- 
tional border, was begun recently. 
Southern Manitoba’s spring floods de- 
layed the $2,500,000 project. 

Among advantages claimed for 
their “glorified plumbing” are a lower 
price for petroleum products, a con- 
sequent increase in demand, and a re- 
sultant impetus.to costly research for 
new fields. Western oil in eastern 
markets would also save United 
States dollars $90,000,000 last year). 

Present production potentials of 
Alberta fields is about double Prairie 
demand, and greater than Prairie re- 
fining capacity. 

The line was first envisaged as a 
480-mile feeder from Edmonton to 
Regina. Then, in 1948, the Redwa- 


Tourist Trade 
Shows Drop 


OTTAWA.—The war in Korea 
has hit Canada’s tourist trade. 
Leo Dolan, director of the Cana- 
dian government travel bureau, 
said that this season's volume 
of visitors has dropped below 
the lien reached in 1949, in- 
stead of hitting a new all-time 
high as had been predicted a 
few months ago. - 

The main factor is the drop in holi- 
day travel from the United States. 
Many resorts are being hit hard as a 
result, 

“By pre-war standards,” Mr, Dolan 
pointed out, “we still have a travel 
boom on our hands. But by~last 
year’s all-time record standard it has 
fallen off, The war threat is the di- 
rect cause.” 

Many Americans are cancelling 
reservations at Canadian holiday re- 
sorts, it was stated. They are held 
back by the possibility of draft calls, 
or the added pressure of business at 
home. 

Mr. Dolan said that some of the 
less firmly established resorts in the 
famous Muskoka playground are hav- 
ing hard times. The pattern is much 
the same across Canada.

Side-boom caterpillars lower them 
into an Earlhen cradle, Draglines and 
clamshells bury them, 

Progress varies from one to nine 
miles daily, depending on terrain and 
weather, Workmen and their fam- 
ilies leapfrog near the moving pipe- 
head, or move to and from nearby 
towns, 

Main hitches were a shortage of 
pipe due to the U.S. steel strike, the 
treacherous spring break-Up, and riv- 
er crossings along the route. 

On the Edmonton-Regina leg, 
where the line crosses the South 
Saskatchewan between Outlook and 
Macrorie, Sask., pipe-laying was held 
up more than three months, A sud- 
den thaw dissolved the plan to bury 
the sections down through the ice, 
Now they will be floated across, sunk, 
and buried in a trench dug after- 
ward by a suction dredge. 

Construction reports from other 
“legs” indicate progress is on sched- 
ule, 


Wood, Paper 
Exports Hit 
Peacetime Record 


OTTAWA. — Wood and paper ex- 
ports led the parade as Canada’s 
sales of goods to foreign countries 
during the first half of 1950 reached 
a new peacetime high of $1,430,600,- 
000, the bureau of statistics reported. 

Exports to the United States, 
touching $905,000,000, were the high- 
est in the history of Canada-United “ 
States trade. 

The 1950 figure up $6,000,000 from 
the previous record of $1,424,600,000. 
in the first half of 1949, saw Can- 
ada’s exports to the U.S. account for 
63 per cent. of her total shipments 
around the world, compared with 54 
per cent. in the same 1949 period, 

Shipments during June, - worth 
$289,200,000, a record so far this 
year, compared with $287,000,000 in 
May and $255,100,000 in June last 
year. 

Sales of $905,000,000 to the U.S. 
during the half year was up 31 per 
cent. from $690,860,000 last year. 
While exports to the U.S. increased, 
shipments during the%six-month peri- 
od were lower to such countries as 
the United Kingdom, other Common-e 
wealth countries, Latin America and 
Europe.
